be humiliated and disheartened 
by the knowledge that their fel- 
low. countrymen and _ fellow- 
women had deserted them in hae 
hour of trial.

ALL DOUBT REMOVED. 

Bourassa and Laurier, down in 
Quebec, say Canada should never 
have entered .this war. They 
say it is time enough for Canada 
to fight when her own shores are 
threatened. By this these men 
and their followers say, in effect : 
Wait till the women and children 


“lof Canada are being murdered, 


outraged, mutillated and slaugh- 
tered, as they have been in Bel- 
gium and Serbia, and then we 
will fight. 

It is only by a geographical 
accident that our women and 
children are not being subject to 
such treatment now. There is 
only one way to safeguard them 
against it in the future and that 
is by driving the military mad 
Hun back where he_ belongs 
NOW and not give him a chance 
to invade our peaceful Dominion. 

If Germany should be success- 
ful in this conflict and, after de- 
feating all Europe, decide to in- 
vade Canada, what chance would 
a young country like this have 
against world conquerers? Yet 
these men tell us Canada has 
nothing to fear, 

Such is not the view held by 
President Wilson and, his prede- 
cessors at the White House, Mr. 
Taft and Colonel Roosevelt. If 
such men are convincéd that a 
German ‘victory would imperil a 
great country like the United 
States, what are the perils 
which a young country like Can- 
ada must face? A rich land, 
with great naval bases on two 
oceans, with enormous undevel- 
oped resources, with everything 
that could tempt a predatory 
foe! Suppose France were de- 
feated and compelled to cede her 
colonies as the price of retain- 
ing the semblance of her nation- 
ality! Germany’s first demand 
would be for the French colony 
of St. Pierre-Miquelon, two 
French islands in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, and once established 
there, it is easily figured out 
that it would only be a matter 
of days till it would take a hang 
site smarter man than Christo- 
pher Columbus to discover this 
half of the American continent. 

Such utteranecs from Bour- 
assa and Laurier should leave no 
doubt in the minds of the Can- 
adian people as to where the 
leaders of the opposition to un- 
ion government stand.’ Neither 
should it leave any doubt in a 
voter’s mind as to how he or she 
will vote on the 17th of next 
month. 


Danger of Gasolene 
In Private Garages 


The increasing use of the automo: 
bile has caused many ‘out-buildings to 
be converted into private garages. 
This conversion, in many cases, car- 
ries with it the storage of more or less 
gasolene. In almost all municipai 
regulations this storage is held to be 
objectionable. It is highly dangerous, 
and constitutes'a risk, not only to the 
garage itself, but to adjoining prop: 
erty, 

Gasolene will ‘give off 180 times its 
bulk in vapour, and, when vaporized, 
will convert 1,560 times its volume of 
air into an explosive mixture, which 
will ingite from a blaze or, spark. 
Five gallons of gasolene will “generate 
8,000 cubic feet of gas, or enough to 
fille room 20 by 40 feet and 10 feet 
high. When ignited, it immediately 
expands to 4,000 times that space. 
In a built-up area this would cause 
a most destructive explosion with 
probable loss of life. The tempation 
to keep a rather large supply of gas- 
cline on hand is great, and garages 
should, therefore, be inspected by 
local fire departments for dangerous 
conditions.

Arrangements are being made by 
the provincial department for the pu: 
chase of some five’ or six hundra 
breeding sows. ‘These are to be col 
lected at Calgary and Edmonton to I 
resold to farmers at cost. A larg: 
number of these no doubt will b: 
bought at the packing plants where 
they have been shipped for slaughter, 
and in that way they will be rescued 
to be used for breeding purposes. 

The agricultural societies through- 
out the province have been requested 
by the minister of agriculture to or- 
ganize their districts and make a 
thorough canvas, of farmers, with an 
effort to induce them to put in two or 
three extra breeding sows, cither lo 
be purchased in the locality or to be 
bought from the department. 

The purchase and distribution of ‘he 
breeding sows will ‘be in charge of W. 
F. Stevens, the live stock conimission 
er and all parties wishing to purchase 
these sows will communirate with Mr. 
Stevens, at. his office, Parliament 
Buildings, Edmonton. 

Any farmer is at liberty to pur- 
chase sows that they may want direct 
from the department without relation 
to his agricultural society, “but if a 
number of farmers can unile through 
the Agricultural Society or through 
the local union of the U. F. A., better 
shipping arrangements can be mack 
and the cost somewhate lessened, but 
this appeal is being made generally 
throughout all the newspapers in th: 
Province of Alberta, for the farmers 
to assist in the production of fats 
which is an absolute essential to the 
winning of the war. 


Canadian Cavalr 
Does Good Work 


Cnaada was splendidly represented 
in the great British advance of, No 
vember 20th which broke the Hinden- 
burg line and drove the enemy back 
on Camgrai. For the first time since 
the German retreat from Baupaume 
last spring the Canadian cavalry went 
really into action with their horses. 
Operating from right centre opposite 
the village of Masnieres, the cavalcy 
behind the lines waited at dawn for 
the signal which would send them for- 
ward after the tanks and infantry had 
opened a way. 

It was 3.30 p. m. when they pene- 
trated the enemy’s country trough 
wire cut by the British troops who 
were south of the town and galloped 
on “into the blue.” What follows 
equals anything in the history of the 
Empire. = 

The gallant band was isolated, and 
stampeding the horses, to divert the 
enemy’s machine guns, what was left 
of the aquadron prepared to return. 
As they had charged forward, sabre- 
ing everything, so now they fought 
their way back on foot with their Lee 
Enfields and bayonets. 

In addition to putting out of action 
the battery, the killing of a large num- 
ber of Boshes in fighting betwven 
Masnieres and sunken roads, 
main lines of the enemy telephone 
communications had been cut and in- 
valuable information had been  s8e- 
eored of the enemy's ‘dispositions.

Big Piciil in 
Bai nyard Manure 


One by-product of most prairie 
farms that is only utilized to a small 
extent is the barnyard manure. In 
order to determine the amount of 
profit that can be derived from barn- 
yard manure applied on the rich 
prairie oils, experiment. was 
started on the Scott Experimental 
Station in 1914. Three years’ results 
are now available and the figures are 
ain average of the Jincreased yields, 
from the application of manure, #e- 
cured during the past three scasons. 

The manured land yielded an in- 


crease of from 3 to 6 bushels of wheat 


an 


ber acre, and from 10 to 21 bushels of 


oats per acre, according to the system 
adopted. The best results were ob- 
tained from plowing rotted manure 
under in the spring and the next best 
by plowing it under in the autumn. 

With wheat approximately $2.00 per 
bushel and other grains correspond- 
ingly high, the profitableness of util- 
izing barnyard manure is well forthy 
the considertion of every frmer.
